To Cut Air Mail Schedule 


FeaaiblUty Of Pick-Up Device Proved 
By Tests 

An a’r mail pick-up device, capable 
of receiving and discharging mail 
sacks while an airplane is in full 
fl ght, may cut existing air mail sche¬ 
dules fifteen minutes to an hour, ac¬ 
cording to the American Air Trans¬ 
port Association, which says that 
tests of the device already made, 
promise its future adoption on many 
of the country’s twenty-four air mail 
routes. 

The tests being made at Youngs¬ 
town, O., have proved the feasibility 
of catch’ng a small bag of mail as 
it swings on the end of a 75 foot cable 
attached to a ’plane in full flight. The 
device consist of a V-shaped trap, 
built in the ground. As the mail bag 
from the ’plane is caught in the trap, 
the device automat cally attaches an¬ 
other bag, which is hauled up into the 
'plane. Sim lar tests are- being carried 
out in the receiving and discharging 
of mail at sea, on the S.S. Leviathan. 

The theory wh’ch postal officials, 
air mail operators and the inventor 
are working on, is that an air mail 
’plane can leave an airport, swoop 
down on the pick-up device, haul the 
mail to a similar device near the post 
office in the c’ty at the other end of 
the line, and then go on to that city’s 
airport.

After a wc.ek rtf almost continuous 
snowstorms. Sunday afforded a break 
and enabled householders to clear up 
(he snow around the premises and to 
chop some of the ice from the roofs 
of their homes. Saturday night gave 
indication that a Chinook might blow, j 
the wind veering to the west, and 
snow did actually commence id thaw 
between 9 and 11 p.m. Sunday morn¬ 
ing dawned mild, but after 7.30 the 
wind veered to the cast again, though 
the sun came out brightly, encourag¬ 
ing many to hope for a spell of fine 
weather. 

The residential sections were alive 
with people on roofs, and everyone 
patted themselves on the back with 
aving done a Very necessary job if 
te inside plaster and wall-paper was 
) ibe saved. 

But late Sunday night another light 
storm commenced, and on Monday 
ing it had developed into a driv- 
lizzard with a cold east wind. 
This increased the difficulties of get¬ 
ting around town, and caused further 
:ie-ty for owners of buildings, the 
weight of snow on the. roofs increas- 
o alarming proportions. So thick 
it that it acted as an insulation, 
keeping the warmth of the roof from 
scaping, aiid thereby causing the 
now to thaw and form solid ridges 
if ice along the eaves, whtfh caused 
water to back up through the shin¬ 
gles and seep into the houses.' 

The school buildings suffered, es¬ 
pecially Central, water pouring into 
>me of the rooms, and on Tuesday 
en were employed to clear off the 
nmense weight of snow and ice. 

The approach to the depot was 
blocked, and had it not been for 
Frank Graham, Sr., who kept a sec- 
of the sidewalk clear so that the 
wagon could go back and forth, 
people would have had to clamber 
through snowbanks waist high. In 
fact strangers stepping off the train 
imagined they had landed anywhere 
hut in a civilized community when 
they plunged into the snow.
